Applicants did not properly indicate which of the newly added claims (e.g., 58-63) are readable upon the elected species in 
accordance with MPEP § 809.02(a) (e.g., see 2/8/06, paragraph 13, "If claims are added after the election, applicant must indicate 
which are readable upon the elected species"). For example, Applicants stated that claims 23-26 are generic to their subgroup 4 but 
this is in error. Claim 23 depends from claim 20 and thus, at a minimum, claim 20 would also have to be included in the list. 
Furthermore, no mention is made of the newly added claims (e.g., see 3/23/07 Response, page 16, paragraph 4). An accurate list is 
respectfully requested. 

The examiner also notes that the appropriate fees must be paid to extend the time period for response.
